On the morning of November 22, 1963, SUBJECT was in 
TONT ZCPPI'S Office at the Dallas Morning News* 

On the afternoon of November 22, 1963, SUBJECT phoned 
ALICE NICHOLS and discussed closing his Club. SUBJECT called 
ALkTlN nEH ' tmMJBER at VE 5 1062, Los Angeles, California?, 
and BHECK WILL at SO 3 8022, Galveston, Texas, froa the 
Carousel Club." 

On the evening of November 22, 1963, SUBJECT purchased 
some sandwiches at Phil's Delicatessen and called Detective 
Simms who declined his offer to bring the sandwiches to 
the Homicide and Robbery Office.

On November 23, 1963, SUBJECT talked to Officer 
CHINE! at the scene of the assisination and was later seen 
on the street by WES WISE and JIM UNDERWOOD* SUBJECT was 
in Sol 1 s Turf Bar at l5l£ Commerce St reet on the afternoon 
of November 23, 1963, where he was showing photographs*
